September 17, the senator addressed about 5000, the largest audi­ 
ence yet assembled at Marion, and he made his longest speech.

posed by President Wilson?” Giving his own answer to the ques­ 
tion he said: 
“ Before entering on the execution cf my office, ii 
you elect me to be your president, I shall be required solemnly to

An effective curb on rent profiteering has been worked out 
bv a special committee of the fair-price commission for Cleveland 
and Cuyahoga county. 
This effort has received the support is* 
business leaders and executives of the industries. 
The check in 
rent increases came at a time when many landlords had staited 
another cycle of advances, resulting in new wage demands by 
work ers. 
Tho commission and those who are co-operating with it h aw 
recognized as a fair rental basis IO per cent of the purchase pi ice 
of property or of its true valuation. 
It has been found that some 
rents are far beyond this basis. 
The same process of calling loans on 
stored supplies of 
sugar, put into effect by the local fair-price commission, effec­ 
tively broke the sugar market. 
In getting the different interests 
to work with the commission in a co-operative elfort for the 
general benefit of the community, the commission also has been 
successful in reducing food and clothing prices. 
Another lever over profiteering landlords has been the valua­ 
tion placed on property for 
taxation. 
I he 
commission 
has 
recognized the IO per cent rule in this respect also. 
Landlords 
against whom complaints are filed have been given the alterna­ 
tive of reducing rents to a fair basis or having their property 
placed on the tax duplicate at ten time- the amount of the annual 
rental which they are asking. 
In this part ol the work county 
officials are co-operating. 
These same plans are also effective in opening up for rental 
new homes built for speculation and held vacant 
until 
sold. 
Ixans on such properties, under the circumstance-, are not re­ 
garded as helpful to the community, when the eommis-ion esti­ 
mates that there is a minimum shortage of 9000 hemes in the 
city and main suburbs. 
The work of Cleveland’s rent committee has attracted na­ 
tional attention and several communities have sent representa­ 
tives to study its operation-.
